'•The system ot raising tho revenue by 


duties on imports aeased to be desirable 
as soon as manufacturing had become 
an important industry in the United 
States. It was only during tho time 
that all our manufactured goods wore im- 
ported from abroad that such a system 
could be practised EO as to.be ,inst In all 
tlio people. AB soon as part of tho goods 
wore manufactured iu the cinmtry and 
imported tho treasury no longer re- 
ceived tho n-hole tax that was levied, but 
only that part of it that was collected 
from tho importations. Tho tax, or en- 
hanced price, wis equally collected on 
that portion which was manufactured iu 
the United States, but instead of going 
into the troasiuy to pay tho expenses of 
the government, it wont into the pockets 
of tho domestic manufacturers.

them.

"Do not tho benefits ot protection in 


a measure offset tho harm ot which you 
speak?" 


"Not at all in niy opinion.' said Mr. 


Jall'ray, with impressive emphasis. "As 
I said before, the intention oC protection, 
as a political meatmre, is .to avoid foreign 
competition, or in other words, monopo- 
lize tho homo market. "When an indus- 
try is loft to buffet with foreign rivals ils 
growth is normal—according "to its ad- 
vantages in matter ot labor, raw material 
anil proximity to market. Ju fames 
of 
stress ' foreign 
competition 


ceases and seeks other Holds,- and; loaves 
the domestic manufacturer in n position 
to do tho same thing by exporting a min- 
imum or no profit to the other parts. At 
any rate, tho domestic manufacturer has 
n wide field over which lie can extend his 
operations and a strong chance to avoid 
a crash. But with us hero we arn lim- 
ited by the tariff to a small flection ot the 
earth's "service, und when wo overdo the 
buomoss and hard times cor.ie there is no 
fiofety value ot any kind. Mills iniwt 
stop, hands bo thrown put of employ- 
ment and capital stand idle while wait- 
ing for tho needs of tho country to catch 
up with us again. Onr troubles in tho 
manufacturing sections certainly |do not 
arise from a want of protection. Look at 
this list with tax on each article as iixed 
by tho tariff of 1SS), which was intended 
to bo n revised one in tlio interests of tho 
country. 


. WHAT AllE- THE TASKS? 


'•Vlannolsand blankets uro tayed 70 


per cent on tho average: woolen cloth 
und shawls anywhere from SO to 11"» per 
cent; wool drees gooda aro taxed from 70 
to 88 per cent; ready made clothing pays 
from -19 to S5 per cent tax for tho benefit 
ot manufacturers; and yet, curiously 
enough, after taxing the poor man's 
blanket and the poor woman's shawl 
away up among tho eighties, silk goods 
are lot in with tho comparatively light 
tax oti!iO per cent. These figures apply 
only to my business, but the same injns- 
will be found to exist in relation tn 
nearly every other trade." 


"Do you consider tho laborers in pro- 


tected industries as deriving any bent-lit 
from tho tax levied Cor the benefit of 
their employers?" 


'•t Lave answered that in my state- 


ments touching tho domestic manufac- 
ture. How can a laborer bo benefited by 
working for a concern that is exposed to 
financial vicissitudes such as occur BO 
frequently in the 
highly 
protected 


branches "ot our industries? Tho mono- 
tonous frequency of strikes, lockouts and 
temporary periods ot depression in our 
largo and small protected mills and fac- 
tories must strike any thinking man who 
roads tho daily papers. 


WAOES Or IJAJ301!. 


"Butleven it there were not this con- 


stant" ribk to wnich -workmen in such 
branches are exposed, do you suppose 
that because a millowner makes a hand- 
some profit ono yoar that ho is going to 
share it with his men? Do you suppose 
thai the wages of lanor are dictated by 
the spirit ot philanthropy which protec- 
tionist legislators profess when they talk | 
about encouraging American labor? Not j 
at all when tho mill owner makes big pro- I 
Cts tie laborer gets .the market price for 
his work, irrespective of any other con- 
sideration. When a pinch comes the 
first man to suffer is the laborer. 
He is 


discharged, or reduced to half pay, while 
tho mill owner falls back on tbo money 
accumulated during tho lucky season and 
waits for a turn ot fortune." 


DOMESTIC COMPETITION. 


"How does domestic competition affect 


the markets?" 


"Domestic competition under a high 


tariff is abnormally stimulated. When 
an increase in tho tariff is made, "for you 
novor near qt protectionists decreasing.it, 
tho temptation is strong to embark cap- 
ital :n tho industry favorably 
affected. 


The profits aro very largo for the mo- 
ment anil all are in a hurry to "share 
in them. Some throe or four years ago, 
when \ve oommenoed laying rails at the 
rate ot 12,000 miles a year an impetus 
was given to tho iron trade that caused 
an immense expansion of its producing 
capacity. Bar iron was then taxed Si) 
per cent. and. steel rails IDS pur cent 
iiut now that wo aro only calling for 
6,000 miles ot rail in the year there are 
about twice as many men on baud to do 
thejwork as aro required. This IR largely 
tho case throughout the country. 


"And when tho reaction seta in, as it 


inevitably must, there being no outlet 
abroad for commodities produced under 
high tariff stimulus, the poor manufac- 
turers commence to light each other for 
tho trade o£ the country. Tliero is just 
much legitimate trade to bo done, and 
there are just twice as many men to do 
it, asf.re wanted. Tho consequence i:i 
that to capture this trade a content com- 
mences that ends only in the insolvency 
ot ono or tho other contestants. 
It wo 


wore open to liealthy foreign competition 
•tho moment trade became dull hero tho 
foreigner would retire and leave us alone. 
But when in flush times an American 
competitor plants bis mill right along- 
side of yours there is nothing to do when 
the pinch comes but to fight it out until 
ono or the other goes under.'' 


THE 1'AItIFF ISSUE, 


'•Do yon think that the times, aro ripe 


for making an issue ot tho tarill' boforo 
tho business community?" 


"Why not? No class of men havo so 


largo an interest in such questions, anil 
no class of men aro so fully able to ap- 
preciate the foree o£ the arguments in 
the hands o! the genuine low tariff men. 
This straddling talk ot a revenue tariff 
with incidental protection is mischievous. 
It means nothing- in terms, and will 
make all independent revenue reformers 
distrust tho party who preaches it. It is 
us senseless as calling-tho whole thing a 
•local issue.' This question in n burn- 
ing onn. It is one iu which every man, 
woman and child in tho United States 
has an 
interest. Tho laborin;-; limn, 


above all, is in tho dark on thir. subject. 
It IF a question, jagarding which monop- 
oly, privilege and sophistry are arrayed 
nij ontt side, with truth and the American 
people' on the other. If that la not 


uiiougli to shako tho- limiility out oE a 
politician then we havo no mora ritod oC 
them. 1C the democratic pavty lias cot 
tho vitality to Cgbt tbia fight o£ the pec- 
pie, -rrliy then it ia time for a new party." I

There were eleven tables, ou which were 
bodies covered with tarpaulins to keep 
the flesh soft and clean. .The bodies 
vrore in various stages of 
destruction. 


Tho ice house was not accessible, but it 
was understood to contain as much ma- 
torial "ns it generally did when Cafl'eo 
had the thing in hand." The college au- 
thorities professed ignorances .of where 
tho bodies came from, but acknowledged 
that but few if any of them appeared to 
bo paupers. Capt. Turtle saya that all 
the graveyards within 100 miles of Chi- 
cago in Illinois, laiianii, and Wisconsin 
had beed at tho mercy of tho ghouls, and 
in but few instances havo they escaped. 
H« says that m u tow days the whole 
country will be torn up over theso grave- 
robbers, as their magnitude becomes 
known."
